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STATEMENT  OF  OBJECTS  AND  REASONS 

In  order  to  encourage  girl  child  education  in  school 
and  to  ensure  their  retention,  it  is  desirable  to  have  women 
as  Chairpersons  of  School  Conunittees - This  also  gives  scope 
for  empowering  women  to  take  a more  active  part  in  school 
administration-  It  is,  therefore,  proposed  to  amend  the 
Andhra  Pradesh.  School  Education  (Community  Participation) 
Act,  1998  and  the  rules  thereof  and  reserve  50ft  of  the 
Chairpersons  posts  in  School  Committees  for  women. 

Since  Anganwadis,  Balwadis  which  fall  under  the  admini- 
strative control  of  Women  & Child  Welfare  Department,  have 
already  constituted  "Mothers  Committees",  they  need  to  be 
exempted  from  constituting  School  Committees.  Further,  Early 
Childhood  Centres  and  Pre-Primary  Schools  Centres  which  are 
mainly  attached  to  existing  schools  can  be  dealt  with  by  the 
School  Committee  of  the  school  to  which  they  are  attached - 
For  the  above  reason,  the  Anganwadis,  Balwadis,  j ECEs  and 
Pre-Primary  Schools.  may  be  removed  from  the  scope  of  defini- 
tion of  the  "School". 

At  present  ^he  term  of  the  Office  of  the  Members  of 
School  Committee,  Panchayat  Education  Committee,  Mandal 
Education  Committee,  Municipal  Education  Committee,  Dis- 
trict Education  Committee  and  District  Advisory  Board  is  two 
years.  The  term  of  the  State  Advisory  Board  of  School  Edu- 
cation is  for  a period  of  three  years.  There  is  no  provision 
in  the  Andhra  Pradesh  School  Education  (Community  Participa- 
tion) Act,  1998  for  extending  the  term  of  Office  of  these 
Committees  to  meet  any  unforeseen  circumstances.  It  is, 
therefore,  proposed  to  amend  the  Andhra  Pradesh  School 
Education  (Community  Participation)  Act,  1998  to  provide  for 
the  extension  to  the  term  of  these  committees  for  a period 
not  exceeding  one  year  at  a time.
